The First War Years 

The paradox which was re 
vealed with the opening of the 
war deepened with the passing 
of the months In the fight 
against the Nazi monster no one 
could have been more fanatically 
eager to contribute to the com- 
mon cause than the Jews. 

At the same time England, then 
the leader of the anti-Nazi coall- 
was keeping the gates of 
Palestine closed against the 
unhappy thousands of . men, 
women and children who were 
making the last desperate effort 
to reach safety of the National 
Home. The coffin boats con 
tinued to wander over the 
Mediterranean, unable to dis 
charge their human cargoes. 

The pressure within Europe 
intensified And yet we were 
determined to place all our man 
power, all our facilities in Pales 
tine, at the disposal of England 
and her allies. What else 
there for us to do? 

In 1940, I visited America, and 
found it in that strange prewar 
mood which it is now so difficult 
to recall. Pearl Harbor was still 
two years off, America was, 80 to 
speak, violently neutral, and 
making an extraordinary effort to 
live in the ordinary way.

Federal, Provincial 


Co-operation Efforts 


WINNIPEG (CP)—A system| 
of co-operation between federal 
nd provincial governments was | 
urged by George Drew, M.P., in| 
opening his first tour of western | 
Canada since he assumed the na-| 
tional leadership of the Progres-| 
sive Conservative Party. | 


He told a public meeting here 
Wednesday night, attended by a 
capacity audience of 5,000 per-| 
sons, that the “strength of this| 
country depends on the extent to} 
which we pool our resources for 
the welfare of all the people.” 

Regular Dominion - provincial 
meetings were advocated, as were 
adequate taxing powers tor pro- 
vinces. At the same time Mr. 
Drew denied he had been instru- 
mental in “scuttling” the 1945 Do- 
mimion-provincial Conference. on 
health and public welfare. He 
said Ontario had been a strong 
_ supporter of the conference. 


Mr. Drew said that on his cur- 
rent tour, which ig taking him to 
Regina, Calgary and VAncouver, 
he did not propose to discuss 
policy matters which would come 
up in Parliament after its op¢n- 
ing later in the month. 

He criticized the Liberal admin- 
istration, however, for on the one 
hand expressing concern over 
high prices and on the other 
hand levying $600,000,000 or more 
in “unnecessary taxes” this year 
NO APOLOGY 


“I do not apologize for refus- 
ing (as premier of Ontario) to 
hand over wideopen taxing 
powers to the present Dominion 
government,” he said. “You've 
seen what the government has 
done with the taxing powers it 
already possesses.” 

Any government surplus he 
termed a surplus of unnecessary 
taxes, being related to “a strange 
thing called cyclical budgeting.” 

He also took issue with the 
Liberal government for allowing 
pacts to be made and changed 
without Parliament being con 
gsulted. The currently-negotiated 
wheat agreement with the United 
Kingdom was given as an ex 
imple,
